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M r . C h a i r m a n a n d G e n t l e m e n 


o f t h e C o m m i t t e e : 
I had hoped th a t it would not he 
necessary for me to appear before you 
for the purpose I now do. 
I do not 
come here, Mr. Chairman, so much 
for the purpose of subm itting an argu­ 
m ent in the interest of either party to 
this controversy as I do to place m y­ 
self and my constituency before you 
in a proper light. The necessity for 
this has arisen through various influ­ 
ences brought to boar upon you here 
by persons who claim to express the 
sentiments of (lie people whom I have 
the honor to represent in the present 
Congress. 
I came here, gentlemen, unpledged, 
and perfectly free to purs 110 such course 
witli reference to tlie subject now u n ­ 
der consideration by you as, a ’ ter a 
careful and im partial es iminafiou <1 
all the facts, I m ight d: cm 1> si. and 
most to the Interests of my constitu­ 
ency. 
W hatever else m ay have been 
said, or insinuated, I declare now, 
once for all, Unit 1 am nob here in the 
interest of any person or corporation, 
but solely in th a t of the whole people 
of more than one-half the State of 
California. 
R ight here, Mr. Chairman, permit 
me to call the attention of the com­ 
mittee to a lew facts concerning the 
people and the country L re} . 
■.■nr — 
facts which I de cm it tu-e 
uv that 
you should be in possession of for the 
full and proper cotiaid cation of t 
4 
im portant quest ion before you. 
Th e 
speedy const rue; ion of a Irons 
niti- 
nentai road from California t j i 
, 
to connect there with the vast rai.v y 
ystcm of tho East, is, T will vento j 
to say, of far more importance to t .« 
people I represent than to those of any 
other Congressional district in the 
country. 
I beg to call your attention to the 
fact, first, that the area of my district 
Is greater than th a t of any other in 
the United States. 
It comprises the 
nineteen Southernmost counties of 
the State of California, several of 
which are larger than three or four of 
the States of the TThion. 
The district 
itself, is more than one-half the size 
of the second largest State in the U n­ 
ion. 
It embraces the •errito ry from 
Sau Francisco south to the Mexican 
line, and west to the Shite of Nevada 
and Territory of Ariz a i, and I feel 
safe In saying it contains a popula­ 
tion far in excess of that <>f any Con­ 
gressional district in the U nited States. 
I t has 800 miles, of sea coast, with 
seveu line harbors,a climate unexcell­ 
ed in the world ; ami while I am will­ 
ing to admit th a t there is within its 
area much sterile land,or rather much 
th at without irrigation must remain 
unproductive, I do not think tlie fact 
will be denied th a t it lias inoro rich, 
generous soil than any other of the 
292 Congressional districts ot this na­ 
tion. 
Its productions combine those 
of ttie temperate with the semi-tropi­ 
cal zones. Our w heat fields thrive in 
the very shade of our orange groves, 
and our roses, blooming the year 
rouud, lend a fragrance to the land 
left bare by tho ripened and reaped 
harvest of cereals. 
Our people are of 
a character the most enterprising, in ­ 
dustrious, and intelligent. 
A better* 
to-do, more energetic, and prosperous 
class cannot be found on the globe. Of 
the more than 70,000 people who have 
emigrated to California within the 
past few months, more than one-half 
aro now permanently settled within 
the limits of the Fourth Congressional 
District of California. 
I have the 
honor to represent in Congress some­ 
thing more than half a dozen cities, 
containing a population eacli of from 
5,001 to 25,009 in number. 
Nearly all 
of these have sprung up in the past 
five years, and all of them have more 
than doubled their population in the 
last three years. 
We have an area of 
some 100,000 square miles, a popula­ 
tion of quite 200,000 souls, this latter 
increasing each year at the rateqf lol­ 
ly 20 per cent, and show a list of ta x ­ 
able property at the preseut rating of 
about $274,000,000, and a future of un­ 
exampled prospect and greatness, laid 
out for us by the Creator. 
As you will see, our population is 
but two to the square mile of our ter­ 
ritory, but our people confidently and 
reasonably anticipate that within the 
next quarter of a century we will con­ 
tain, and be able to maintain, a popu­ 
lation of, at least two million of souls. 
In the face of these facts, gentlemen, 
which I assert cannot be gainsaid, you 
will rea lily see th a t we are seriously 
and deeply interested in the subject 
now before you, and that railroad fa­ 
cilities are of such vast importance to 
my constituency th at their considera­ 
tion m ust occupy the attention of ev­ 
ery intelligent person in the District, 
and they do so to such an extent as to 
w arrant me iu saying th at the whole 
people of my section are well informed 
and fully alive to this most vital sub­ 
ject. 
And it is not only vital to them 
but im portant to other communities 
allied to them 
There are now built and in operation 
in my district 054 miles of railroad, 
and 230 miles now in process of con­ 
struction being pushed to completion 
with great energy. 
All these roads, 
with the exception of throe narrow- 
gauge roads, 
the united extent of 
which Is about nfty miles, and a por­ 
tion of what is known as the “Santa 
Monica and Independence” road, and 
eight miles of road from Goshen to Vi­ 
salia, in Tulare county, belong to and 
are under thecontro! and m anagem ent 
of the Southern Pacific and Central 
Pacific Railroad Companies. The lat­ 
ter of the said companies has about 126 
miles, aud the Southern Pacific about 
450 miles. The wonderful develop­ 
ments of our country by the building 
of these roads has fully satisfied the 
people in their neighborhood of their 
importance and the benefits which 
arise from their completion. 
My people, like most new com m u­ 
nities, are driving, ambitious and im­ 
patient for the full development of 
their vast and wealthy country, and 
look with great favor upon those who 
assist most in tho consummation of 
their earnest wishes in th a t direction. 
Tho rapidity and energy with which 
the Central Pacific Railway Company 
completed tUeir m ain line, and then 
built the San Joaquin Valley Division 
from Lathrop ou the main line in San 
Joaquin county, to Goshen, In Tularo 


county, a distance of 146 miles or 
thereabouts, met with their hearty 
approval. 
And the wonderful energy 
displayed by the Southern 
Pacific 
Railroad Company is building their 
road, a section of which, from Caliente 
in Kern county, to San Fernando in 
Los Angeles county, passes over the 
most difficult 
country perhaps in 
which a railroad was ever constructed, 
is opening up and developing a section 
to such an extent as to receive an 
equal, if not more hearty approval at 
the hands of our people. 
True, gentlemen, 
there is m uch 
complaint that these railroads are per­ 
mitted to charge what seems to be too 
much for freights and fares over their 
lines, and I am of opinion that in 
cases the complaint is just; but when 
this question of high tariff is used as 
an ai gum ent against the further in ­ 
c re p e of roads, then the people who 
most complain do not hesitate to de- 
cf are for more roads—a greater increase 
of railroad facilities. As I remarked 
a few moments ago, the people of my 
district are fully alive to this matter, 
and have heretofore and are now e x ­ 
pressing themselves freely and fully 
upon it. 
The question of aid to tho 
Texas & Southern Pacific Railway 
Company was against my wish, and 
indeed »g dust my efforts, made an is­ 
sue in the recent election of a repre­ 
sentative in Congress from my dis­ 
trict. My principal opponent, a gen­ 
tleman of high honor and attainm ents 
who represented our district for four 
consecutive years, who was the unan­ 
imous choice of the Republican party 
for a third term iu Congress, and who, 
Mr. Chairman, occupied a seat on this 
Committee, a year ago, then, and in 
the campaign following, earnestly and 
emphatically declared himself in favor 
of the Government guaranteeing the 
interest on the bonds o f,the Toxas & 
Pacific Railway Company. H e was 
tho author of a bill similar to the one 
under consideration, and was ably and 
energetically assisted, as I am inform­ 
ed, by gentlemen of other States, one 
of whom is not unknown to fame, anil 
who now occupies a seat on the lloor 
of the House of Representatives. My 
predecessor made his campaign for re­ 
election upon the issue that he was in 
favor of the measure now being stren­ 
uously advocated before you, having 
for its object the guarantee, by the 
Government, of its pecuniary success. 
He even went so far in the campaign 
as to announce from the stump, in ev­ 
ery important place in the district, 
the substance of the bill reported by 
him from this Committee in tho last 
Congress, and of which tho present 
Texas and Pacific bill is but a para­ 
phrase-declaring at the time that it 
was to be in a position to support that 
measure th at he mainly sought a re­ 
election, 
I was thus forced w ithout 
my consent or purpose, into a position 
of antagonism. 
It was useless for myself and m y 
friends to protest that I had no inter­ 
est with either of these apparently ri­ 
val corj nations—useless 
for us to 
maintain th at there was a greater is­ 
sue in the contest at that time in Cal­ 
ifornia, viz: tiie success of the Demo­ 
cratic party throughout the State, and 
th at this was paramount to every in­ 
terest that was likely to be effected by 
the power of ring corporation. All 
th s was without avail. 
Tho friends 
an i partisans of the Texas and Pacific 
riihvny 
persistently 
pressed their 
(Miise as an issue in the canvass, and 
to e .’ aest were the efforts of my op- 
j ■’.u.’-nt and his friends, and the friends 
ot :i s cause, that, partly through the 
:. 
nice of prominent gentlemen of 
< 
r States, high in the councils of 
my political party, and partially,also, 
tin ii'gh the exertions of partisans of 
the Texas and Pacific railway scheme, 
many leading members of tiie Democ­ 
racy in my district favored the elec­ 
tion of my opponent, and even went 
so far iu several instances as to can­ 
vass portions of my district against 
mo on the stump. 
Now, gentlemen, I have detained 
you with a statem ent of these last 
facts, not with a purpose to call your 
attention particularly to the contest 
for a position I now hold, which took 
place just five months ago, but to 
show you, I think, in the most posi­ 
tive manner that the people of S outh­ 
ern California have recently express­ 
ed themselves in tho most emphatic 
m anner upon this question of the Tex­ 
as nnd Pacific scheme. 
The result of 
the election was that my principal op­ 
ponent, tho advocate, the champion— 
I m ight say, but for the presence of a 
distinguished 
gentleman here—the 
very parent of this measure, backed 
as he was by all the prestige of the 
Republican party, received but one- 
third the number of votes cast. 
Upon 
this issue, in fact, ho carried but three 
of the nineteen counties comprising 
the district. This was an expression 
of the people which I think should 
not be overlooked. 
I do not hesitate 
to say that a very great majority of 
the people of Southern California are 
opposed to the further grantiug of 
Government aid in any manner to 
any aud all railroads or other corpor­ 
ations. E ven now they are, through 
their newspapers,expressing theirdis- 
approbation of this measure. 
There 
are, to the best of my recollection, 
about fifty newspapers published in 
my district, and I feel quite certain 
that I am correct when I state that 
three-fourths of them are opposed to 
the granting by the Government of 
any further financial aid to the Texas 
Pacific road. 
In a country so extensive as that 
embraced in my district there is nec­ 
essarily a great diversity of interests. 
The interests of different portions of a 
district are not tho same, and very of­ 
ten clash with eaoh other, and this is 
peculiarly so with Southern Califor­ 
nia. Take, for instance the two coun­ 
ties of Santa Clara and Los Angeles, 
the two wealthiest and most papulous 
counties in my district, and casting at 
tho election on the first day of last 
September one-third of the vote of the 
entire district. The former ef these 
counties is situated in the extreme 
Northern end of the district, conti­ 
guous to the city of San Francisco,has 
direct railroad connection with the 
East through the Ceutral Pacific, is 
further North from San Diege thau is 
Boston from this city, and expects to 
be connected with the Southern Pa- 
oific, a branch of which uow runs the 
entire length of the county. 
W hile 
her people are, of course, Interested in 
the construction of another trans-con­ 
tinental road, their Interest is not so 
great as to warrant them in favoring 
the giving of Government aid or cred­ 
it to the enterprise. Now, let us for a 
moment consider the Interests of the 
people of Los Angeles county. A l­ 


ready the Southern Pacific railroad en­ 
ters that county by the way of the San 
Joaquin valley, goes to her most im ­ 
portant city, whence connection is 
had directly w ith one of the best har­ 
bors on the coast, and where extens­ 
ive wharves have been completed,and 
other arrangements made to tap the 
commerce of the ocean. 
Thence the 
line continues through tho finest of 
her territory 
into San Bernardino 
county, and on to the Colorado river, 
very soon, as is believed, to connect 
with the East by a continuous line of 
road. 
Monterey, San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara and Ventura counties 
have a deep interest in a road up the 
coast from Santa Barbara to the pres­ 
ent terminus of the Southern Pacific 
railroad at Soledad, In Monterey coun­ 
ty, but finding that the Atlantic and 
Pacific road,which was to reach them, 
is on the point of abandonment, they 
are asking authority of the State to 
connect with tho Southern Pacific by 
a branch lino intersecting the m ain 
line 35 miles N orth of Los Angeles. 
Tiie people of the great San Joaquin 
valley, comprising six of the nine.- 
teen counties of the district, and em ­ 
bracing an area of over 20,091) square 
miles, which cast nearly one-fourth of 
all tho votes therein, are in no m an­ 
ner identified with the project, and 
could possess no such interest as would 
induce them to favor Government as­ 
sistance. 
Tuyo and Mono counties 
are even more distant and less inter* 
ested, The result is w hat? 
Sit 
v 
th a t the only portion of the di- set 
which is presumed to favor this 1 <as 
and Pacific schotn > is emhracod w ith­ 
in the counties of San Diego and San 
Bernardino, and only a j rtion of the 
latter can ho said to have any interest 
in tho m atter whatever,for among the 
people this sent nent is by no means 
unanimous. These two counties cast 
less than oue-fi :j entli of tho vote of 
the district, and nearly one-third of 
this vote declared again.-1 my oppo­ 
nent, whose canvass, as I have said, 
was made directly on tins issue. 
It 
is but to say, however, th a t much of 
this hostility to my opponent was act­ 
uated by other and graver reasons 
than his support of tills scheme alone, 
I recognize that to tho people of Han 
Diego and Han Bernardino counties 
this building of a direct line from Tex­ 
as to the Pacific seaboard at Han Diego 
is a question of grave moment. I re­ 
cognize fully their wishes and desires 
in the matter, but I do not believe it 
can be any better, and certainly n o ta s 
readily accomplish upon the plan con­ 
templated in the Texas and Pacific bill 
as by other plans which have been or 
may be suggested. But the whole peo­ 
ple of my (1 ¡strict feel the need of anoth­ 
er trans-continental road, and that,too, 
below the sno v belt. 
W e realize the 
importance and greatness of our coun­ 
try, and are not surprised that an offer 
should lie made to build such a road 
without additional aid from tiie Gov- 
erm eut than the lands already grant­ 
ed, and that, too, by a company hav­ 
ing the energy and ability to fulfill 
their promises. 
W e are pledged to a thirty-second 
parallel road. 
We want it. But we 
are not pledged to aid it by the means 
contemplated in tho Texas Pacific bil! 
before you. 
i feel that I know where­ 
of l speak when I say that only a very 
smali portion of the people of my dis­ 
trict want the Government to aid it by 
subsidy, or guarantee, which, I am 
free to say after most careful consi­ 
deration, is but subsidy under another 
name. 
Last fall the Democratic party 
o f California, tho only one of the par­ 
ties in th a t Htate, by the way, which 
lmd the boldness and integrity of pur­ 
pose to so declare, adopted a platform 
of which the following was one of its 
p la n k s : 
“Resolved, That we favor the speedy 
completion of a trans-continental rail­ 
road in the thirty-second parallel, sub­ 
ject to such limitations by the Federal 
and Htate Governments as shall pro­ 
tect the rights of the people.’' 
To this plank, Mr. Chairman, was 
committed every candidate of my par­ 
ty, myself included, and to tho plat­ 
form itself, or rather to the party 
adopting it, was given by the people a 
majority of more than 30,090 in the 
whole Htate. To tho principles con­ 
tained in this resolution I now, as 
heretofore, cheerfully adhere. 
Tho 
question with m e therefor is, as it 
m ust be w ith my people, do the provi­ 
sions of this bill granting subsidy or 
a guarantee of the bonds 
of tho 
Texas Pacific Company meet the 
requiments of this 
resolution ? 
I 
think 
not. 
I t 
is 
the 
opinion 
of 
those who 
adopted and 
sup­ 
ported that resolution th at a trans­ 
continental road can and will be built 
at an early day, without any further 
aid from the Government than has 
already been granted. Strike from this 
bill th at provision which binds the 
Government to pay the interest on the 
bondsof tlrecompany. Compel it to ad­ 
here to the terms of its original charter 
and require it to build its road on the 
32d parallel, leaving tho franchise of 
the Atlantic and Pacific, or 35tli par­ 
allel road intact and free from any en­ 
tangling alliance with it; so that the 
Atlantic and Pacific shall be either 
compelled to build on the 35th parallel 
and on to its terminusor restore to the 
public domain all their vast tracts of 
land now withdrawn and withheld 
from settlement. 
Make the require­ 
m ent th at there shall be a road built 
from San Diogo East as well as from 
the preseut Western term inus W est so 
strong that a failure to meet it shall 
work a forfeiture of all their privil­ 
eges. Let us have n > more of such a 
trifling with a charter as the partial 
grading of a few miles and tiie pur­ 
chasing of a few ties to be finally sold 
to a rival company. 
Make us realize 
by a display of that herculean energy 
of which we hear so much, that bound­ 
less and indefatigable zeal which we 
are constantly told characterizes the 
leaders in this enterprise, that there is 
an honest, earnest purpose to complete 
this work in accordance with the 
terms oflhe franchise. Begin to build 
your road eastward, gentlemen, put on 
it rolling stock, let the engine’s shriek 
be heard in the cations aud passes of 
San Diego, and tho people be made to 
understand that you are alive and act­ 
ive in meeting their wishes, and not 
only will I, but the whole people of 
my district will give an earnest and 
hearty support to your enterprise. 
I 
am free to say th at what people want, 
like those of the Southwestern Stares, 
is the road as soon as it can be built, 
and we are not so much concerned as 
to whicli of tiie companies shall build, 
but we think, the terms and condi­ 
tions being equal on both sides, th a t 
tiie progress would be hastened, and 
tiie road will be sooner completed by 


being built from both ends, as was the 
case with the first Pacific road, than if 
placed in the hands of one company. 
Besides, they have too high an appre­ 
ciation of the genius aud energy of the 
Western coast population, and too 
much natural sense of fair play, to de­ 
sire to see tiie California company 
handicapped in this race of railway 
construction by the unnecessary favor 
of the General Government. 
And in­ 
dividually aud unitedly as well with 
the exception of an interested few, we 
say to you uow, as heretofore, th a t we 
cannot and will not consent th a t one 
single dollar of the people’s money 
shall be either appropriated or involv­ 
ed in this enterpiisc. 
W ith tho expe­ 
riences of tho past w ith w hich the 
people of California are but too famil­ 
iar, we have little confidence that 
where the faith of the Government is 
once pledged to aid iu the construc­ 
tion of railroads it can ever again con­ 
trol tho use of its bounty in bucIi a 
manner as to fully protect tho inter­ 
ests of the whole people. Yea, more, 
our observation has taught us that 
not only do such beneficiarios of the 
nation exact tho full measure of the 
compact without in many instances 
showing nice regard for its obligations 
themselves, but they too often seek to 
increase their benefits by constant im­ 
portunity and ceaseless demands upon 
ho patience and generosity of the peo­ 
ple. 
R ight in this bill we have an in­ 
stance of this'greed which should not 
escape your attention. 
As 1 under- 
stnnd the terms of the hill under con­ 
sideration it provides for tiie consoli- 
lation of tliu Atlantic and Pacific and 
Texas and Pacific roads at the 103d me- 
idlan of longitude, and from that 
point West the two are to be merged 
in one line, abandoning the Atlantic 
and Pacific. By this consolidation the 
counties of Ventura, Santa Barbara, 
Han Luis Obispo and Monterey would 
>3 deprived of advantages of most vital 
mportance 
to 
them — advantages 
which were contemplated by the Gov­ 
ernment when it issued the charter, 
and which it would work great injury 
to these counties to withdraw a t this 
time. 
Gentlemen have been pleased to tell 
you that giant corporations have been 
juilt up by means of Government aid, 
that they have grown rich, and waxed 
great and insolent upon tiie bounty of 
the people. It may be true, but I 
would ask, is not th a t a greater reason 
why we should avoid building up oth­ 
ers? 
If we have made one mistake in 
fram ing our contract too liberally for 
that Inestimable boon—the first Pacific 
railroad, experim entas it was—should 
we not strenuously avoid a repetition 
of the error? It seems to me th a t it is 
our plain duty to hold nil existing cor­ 
porations to a strict accountability, 
and if they have fattened on the public 
by reason of the liberality and errors 
of our predecessors, let us repair the 
evil as far as we can—let us create no 
more. 
But, Mr. Chairman, there is another 
consideration. 
Many of our people, 
and I confess I am of the number, en­ 
tertain the opinion th at the interests 
of the Pacific const would he best con­ 
served by favoring-, the principle that 
so much of all roads west of the Rocky 
Mountains as shall have their term in­ 
us upon tho Pacific coast should be 
within the m anagem ent 
of those 
identified with that section. Practical 
illustration is the best proof of fact, 
and I will therefore state briefly one 
reason that lias led the people of Cali­ 
fornia to this conclusion. We observ­ 
ed, sir, the great contest in 1869 be­ 
tween the Central and Union Pacific 
railway companies—that great con­ 
test of engineering skill which decid­ 
ed the Eastern and Western term in­ 
us of those respective roads. 
Each 
twenty miles that the energy and 
spirit of the California gentlemen 
who had the work in charge enabled 
them to drive the Central Pacific read 
Eastward was a tribute to the enter­ 
prise ofour people and a nadditional 
guarantee 
of 
our 
prosperity 
in 
the future. 
By 
their 
indom it­ 
able 
zeal 
and 
terrible 
earnest­ 
ness obstacles were overcome which 
seemed to defy the very possibilities 
of science. Through snowbound hills, 
over rocky canons, around peaks and 
declivities appalling in their height, 
anil across defiles* which hearts as 
stout as theirs had declared impass­ 
able, these bold pioneers pushed this 
Iron pathway of the world’s commerce. 
Histosy records no greater m onum ent 
of engineering skill than that leading 
of the iron horse across the icy con­ 
fines of the great Hierras. 
In tho dead of winter, through the 
wild blast of snow and storm which 
howls across that desolate scene, these 
men pushed their labor, never falter­ 
ing, never quailing at their task. 
From out these difllcultics they sprang 
eagerly to tho work of extension, and 
through the arid waste beyond spur­ 
red onward with th a t indescribable 
power th a t is only born of a uow coun­ 
try’s greatness and energy. 
I say, sir, we watched their progress 
with all the pride and adm iration of a 
people who gloried in their task. AVo 
saw what results were being accom.- 
plisbed, and what benefi ts our section 
was to reap from their enterprise. 
And, sir, we have not been disappoin­ 
ted. By the energy of the Central 
Pacific builders their road was com­ 
pleted to a point within whose limits 
every accruing benefit was reached by 
our people and our section. 
They 
pushed their road to Reno, and gave 
to California control of the vast treas­ 
ures of the State of Nevada. 
They 
went still further to Elko, and secured 
the same benefit from tho great region 
with its mineral wealth beyond. They 
reached Ogden, and secured the trade 
of the fertile and populous Territory of 
Utah, and gave to all th a t interior val­ 
ley a choice of Eastern or W estern 
markets, but far above them all they 
have contributed to the wealth and 
growth of the Queen City of the Pa­ 
cific. By their vigor they have un­ 
locked treasures which have poured in 
a continuous stream into her lap, en­ 
riching her people, increasing her 
population, anil beautifying her ex­ 
istence. The proud position San Fran­ 
cisco occupies to-day in the galaxy of 
American cities she in no little degree 
owes to the men who projected and 
pushed forward to completion this 
great artery of her trade. 
Her wealth 
lias been quintupled, and her resources 
seem yet but upon the verge ot devel­ 
opment. Capital, vast and active, is 
massed within her limits, and by its 
means and by the practical good sense 
of her people, she and the great terri­ 
tory which Is made by the building of 
this road tributary to her wealth arc 
still enabled to retain a current me­ 
dium of exchange which is recognized 
throughout the civilized world. 
The 


Pacific coast long since solved the pro­ 
blem which uow vexes the councils of 
the Republic. 
AVe have never depart­ 
ed from sjiecie payment, and therefore 
have ne occasion to vex our souls as to 
how we shall return to It. 
It is true, circurftstancee have aided 
us iu m aintainiug this happy condi 
tion. 
Our material prosperity has in 
creased vastly by the law of accretion. 
Lands which ten years ago were worth 
but $2 50 per acre could net now be 
bought for $50 and $100 per acre. Cul­ 
tivation of tho virgin soil has devel­ 
oped ten-fold the wealth gathered in 
the mere crops, and with such great 
iucroase in eubstauce it may seem to 
many that we were to some extent 
selfish in refusing to adopt anyfother 
medium of exchange than that whieli 
was always worth its exact face. 
AVe 
did, however, anil have as our reward 
now a stable currency, a sound com­ 
mercial prosperity, and a business ac­ 
tivity unequaled anywhere on thecon- 
tin cut. 
Upon this Bhowing, can it be won­ 
dered at that our people should favor 
the principle that all enterprises hav­ 
ing for their direct object the still fur­ 
ther development of our great re­ 
sources should remain under tho man­ 
agement arid control of those who, 
being identified with our interests, 
m ay be presumed to possess the same 
qualities which iu the past have con­ 
tributed so much to our greatness. 
But, gentleman, I weary you, aud 
will hasten to aclose. Understand me, 
that iu taking the positiou I do with 
reference to this question, I am ad­ 
vancing only what I feel t« be the in­ 
terests of my people, and this I do after 
a careful, impartial, and earnest con­ 
sideration of all the facta I have been 
able to obtain. Tho people of my 
State have many aud serious com­ 
plaints to make against the manage­ 
m ent of the railways within her bor­ 
ders. They are satisfied that they are 
entitled to protection, and believe 
there is a remedy within their power 
which they mean to seek. They are 
of opinion that any other company 
clothed with the same powers would 
be as mindful of their own interests as 
are the present corporations. Besides, 
they have littlo faith in a theory of 
competition as that advocated. It is 
very difficult to make them believe 
that capital will go te war with capi­ 
tal. 
They have a notion, deep-seated, 
that capitalists are combined against 
the general publie. They have a lurk­ 
ing suspicion that this quarrel which 
is now raging with such intensity be­ 
tween two of the most powerful corpo­ 
rations can, and would be readily re­ 
conciled when their interests became 
mutual. 
And that the proposition ad­ 
vanced In the bill now under consider­ 
ation that Congress sbail control and 
regukte the freights and fares is but 
announcing a right always possessed 
by that body, Nud that the Govern­ 
m ent of the Htates aud that of the 
United States have the power to do 
that with all corporations existing 
within and under the laws of their re­ 
spective Governments. 
How to suc­ 
cessfully and justly put thatpowor In 
operation is a most serious and diffi­ 
cult question, which is certainly not 
elucidated or made plainer by the bill 
under consideration. 
Gentlemen, it is not my purpose to 
go into tho question of the propriety 
of granting Government aid to rail­ 
way corporations. That is a question 
which has already beou passed upon 
by a resolution introduced, and by a 
large vote adopted by the House of 
Representatives but a few weeks ago. 
I am a member ef a political pArty 
which fathered and eecured tho pas­ 
sage of that resolution, and I am glad 
to say that the principles expressed 
therein, were supported by not only 
the members of my own party in the 
House but by n large majority of the 
party in tha m inority—a fact which 
in justice to them I will cay indicates 
that having In the pnst been m ainly 
instrum ental for all the evils which 
has arisen from a wholesale syBtem of 
subsidy, it uow seeks to correct its er­ 
ror by declaring that these evils shall 
not be repeated. The Democratic par­ 
ty w ill suffer a great check to its polit­ 
ical prosperity if it now fails to en- 
couruge this repentant spirit of its op­ 
ponents. If we endorse this giving of 
the public money to aid private cor­ 
poration, when our political oppon­ 
ents in their penitence declare against 
it in the future, what chauco shall we 
have before the people who have been 
the sufferers from their errors? It la 
useless to say, Mr. Chairman, that 
this aid is given to Insure competition. 
If we have no other means of defense 
against tho power of gigantic corpo­ 
rations, which have been nursed by 
our bounty, then to father others to 
contend with them, then we had better 
sufferon. AVe will not be the gainer by 
multiplying the power of the oppres­ 
sor by two. There is a deposition ou 
tho part ot certain time-honored mem­ 
bers of the Democratic party to ignore 
the principles which actuate the par­ 
ty of to-day. 
The other day I read a 
communication on this subject in one 
of tho publia prints, from agentlem an 
who was once high In the councils of 
the nation, which sounded te me like 
a fossilized echo from the poilitical 
depths of the pliocene era. The gen­ 
tleman went into an elaborate consti­ 
tutional dissertation to 
show, not 
what might have been expected from 
so strict a constructionist, that the 
United States had no right to grant 
aid to a corporation, but that is was 
the absolute duty of the United States 
to foster and encourage internal im ­ 
provement—provided that Improve­ 
ment was the building ef the Texas 
Pacific railway by a private corpora­ 
tion, with the neople’s money. 
Such 
an elasticity oi belief In favor of a sin­ 
gle corporation, it seems to me, can 
only be accounted for by the existence 
of a self or sectional Interest entirely 
at variance w ith the commonly ac­ 
cepted theories of the strict ooustruct- 
ionists. 
Mr. Chairman, m y people believe 
that all the benefits to be derived from 
aiding the Texas and Pacific road 
w o u ld be equally secured if this road 
should be butlt by any other corpora­ 
tion having the power to de it m a id ­ 
ed by tho Government. 
Don’t say 
that the benefits asked for by this bill 
should not be regarded in the light of a 
subsidy. Do not accept as true the ari 
gument that the Government wll- 
uever be called upon to pay a dollar of 
its guarantee. 
True, it may not, but 
our experience hitherto has been dif­ 
ferent. Gentlemen tell you that the 
security is ample, that the Govern­ 
ment In i ndorsing these bonds runs no 
risk. That the benefits to be derived 
eto., more than compensate the Gov­ 
ernment, and w# hear no end of suoh 
sophistry. I would ask these gentle-

For the past fifteen years this Gov­ 
ernment has little by little departed 
from those principles which for so 
many years were the people’s safe­ 
guard against the power of combined 
capital, and corporations fostered by 
the Government. 
We have aided this 
iroject and that project, and we have 
ent our credit to this enterprise and 
that enterprise. 
Sometimes it was on 
one pretext and sometimes on another. 
If it was not a military necessity, it 
was for something looking to the ame­ 
lioration of the freedmen ; if it it was 
net to insure equal rights and a tre­ 
mendous share of happiness and pros­ 
perity to everybody, it was something 
which was intended to preserve the 
supremacy of a certain political party 
against the natural complexion of the 
ballot-box. Gentlemen, it will not do. 
The time has gone by when we can af­ 
ford to trifle with public opinion. The 
>eople are aroused, and they will have 
no more of it, and they expect a re­ 
formation at our hands. 
They sent us 
íere for that purpose, and they de­ 
mand that we uo our duty. 
In conclusion, Mr. Chairman, I will 
repeat what I have before said, that 
all things being equal, and were both 
roads being built under the law as it 
now stands for the lands, many of our 
people would not have objected that 
the Texas and Pacific Company should 
complete this road te the Pacific 
ocean, hut in the position that com­ 
pany uow are, the character of the bill 
they are urging before Congress, and 
the nature of the assistance they are 
seeking from the Government lead me 
to the belief that they are disposed to 
look with more favor upon the plans of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Compa­ 
ny. The reasons for this are : First, 
our people are familiar with the fact 
that what the managers of this com­ 
pany have hitherto undertaken to per­ 
form they have carried to a sucsessful 
and speedy termination. 
Second, be­ 
cause they are opposed to subsidy in 
any form whatever. Third, they do 
not want any consolidatiou of the Tex­ 
as and Pacific and Atlantic and Pacific 
charters, for they have hopes that both 
roads may ultim ately bo built. Fourth, 
because we believe that the lands al­ 
ready granted by the Government af­ 
ford sufficient basis for credit to baild 
the road, without the necessity of ask« 
ing any further aid from the Govern­ 
ment; and, Fifth and last, because they 
put but little faith in any theory of 
competition in the management of 
these great lines that will tend in the 
slightest degree to relieve them ef the 
evils now eomplained of. For that re­ 
lief they will seek other measures than 
that hoped for in the establishm ent of 
rival companies. 
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NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


Justice Taft, the new Secretary of War has 
reached W ashlngloa and assumed the duties 
of his office. 
The United States Censul at Valparaiso has 
reported th at at th e late exposition in Chill a 
diploma and first class medal was aw arded 
th e hydrographic office in W ashington. 
In the real estate pool investigation at 
Washington yesterday morning, Hallett Kll- 
boume refused to produce his books and pa­ 
pers, and was given until evening to produce 
them or suffisr the consequences. 
The United States Senate on Friday ad­ 
journed over until Monday. 
A man named R. Richard was killed on the 
Central Pacific Railroad near Blue Canon, 
yesterday, by the snow plow. 
The storm at Colfax abated this afternoon, 
and it Is clear, calm, and cold here now. The 
blockade between Blue Cadon‘and Emigrant 
Gap is raised. 
Another accident occurred at Emigrant 
Gap yesterday morning by which Section 
Foreman Riekor was killed. He stood too 
clo se to the track.and the plow in passing 
disturbed the snow so that he lost Ills footing 
and fell under the engines. His death was 
Instantaneous. The body was terribly man­ 
gled. He leaves a wife at Blue Carton. 
The West-bound passenger train of Th urs- 
day pulled out from Emigrant Gap at 7:44 P. 
M. It snowed very little yesterday and looks 
like clearing up. The amount of snow fallen 
since March 1st is 203 inches. Total snowlall 
this season, 392 inches. 
The Speaker laid before the House of Rep­ 
resentatives yesterday a large num ber of pa­ 
pers received from the Acting Secretary of 
War in response to the House resolution of 
the third instant calling for copies of all in­ 
structions, orders, letters, telegrams, orother 
official records of the W ar Department, re­ 
lating to Babcock’s court of inquiry; letters 
and telegrams relating to Babcock’s request 
for a military court of Inquiry; orders direct­ 
ing It to be convened and detail for the 
court. 
There are twelve inches of snow at Grass 
Valley and from two to three feet In some 
places between Colfax and Grass Valley. It 
is still snowing lightly. The Railroad is 
blocked up, and nothing has been done on It 
since the present storm, which commenced 
two weeks ago. If the storm continues a few 
days longer a famine will be upoh us. There 
is no wood, potatoes, or flour, the supplies in 
town having become exhausted. 
E L Phillips, a revenue supervisor, reports 
whiskey and brandy crooked at San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Jam es Goidon Bennett Is coming on a trip 
to Cai ifornia. Special train &c. 
Ex-Governor W armouth of Louisiana Is to 
be appointed U. S. Senator, 
A disastrous land slide Is reported near 
Welsbaden, Germany. Houses crushed and 
thirty persons killed. 
W. S. Robinson (W arrington) died sudden­ 
ly at Malden, Mass., this morning. 
Gov. Tilden’s friends have raised 850,000 to 
purchase the control of the Chicago Tim». 
Caleb B. Marsh, witness against Seorotary 
Belknap, has fled the country. 


On the first page of this morning’s 
H e r a l d we present Hon. P. D. Wig- 
g in t o n ’s great speech before the 
House Committee on Pacific Rail­ 
ways.

And Even the Union League. 
The Union Leaguers of New York 
have become alarmed over the recent 
exposures of fraud and corruption in 
the Administration and demand a 
thorough investigation of the condi­ 
tion and conduct of every branch of 
the public service. This demand may 
be made in good faitli and it may be a 
political stroke intended as a pretense 
to do a thing that the Republican par­ 
ty cannot afford to have really done. 
One of the cardinal principles of the 
Union League is to stand by the par­ 
ty and uphold and defend its leaders 
no matter how damning the proof 
may be against them. If the Union 
League of New York are earnest in 
the demand for an investigation into 
the conduct of the Admin istration, 
affairs look unpromising far the re­ 
nomination of G r a n t. 
Indeed, the 
movement may have for its object the 
throwing overboard of that gentleman 
a nd the reorganization of the party 
under new leaders on a retrenchment 
and reform purity platform. Such a 
movement would do much toward 
uniting and strengthening the party 
and would give it a prospect of success 
in the Presidential campaig n. The 
party cannot refuse to re-nominate 
G r a n t except for cause and the Union 
League is well aware that investiga­ 
tion will uncover a mass of corruption 
so deep and black that no party could 


for a moment think of carrying the 
head of au Administration under 
which the outrages on the people were 
perpetrated.- To make these investi­ 
gations will be to loosen the hold of 
G r a n t and those who have acted with 
him, on the party and open the way 
for aew leaders who will come before 
the people on a platform denuncia­ 
tory of fraud and corruption and re­ 
affirming the purity of Republican 
principles. This we say may be the 
purpose of the Union League, and the 
plan has the appearance of feasibility 
provided the people may be induced 
to forget that it was on these sam* 
purity principles were elected tlie 
officials by whom these frauds and 
rascalities have been perpetrated. It 
will be the same átiimal with a new 
cuticle.

A Retrenchment Step. 
It is a proverb that doctors never 
take their own medicine, and it is an 
axiom almost as firmly fixed, that re­ 
trenchment and reform movements 
seldom or never affect the salaries or 
perquisites of those who set the ball 
in motion. The Legislature now in 
session is a retrenchment and reform 
body in theory if not in practice. 
Nearly every new member of either 
branch secured his election on a plat­ 
form avowing retrenchment and re­ 
form, and on a million promises that 
when he reached the Legislature, ex­ 
penses should be cut down and taxes 
reduced. How well these gentlemeu 
have kept their pledges let the record 
bear witness. Both Houses organized 
with the usual complement of clerks 
and assistants at the usual per diem. 
But the spirit of retrenchment and re­ 
form was not dead; it only slept. Af­ 
ter a short nap it awoke, and then 
commenced a war on the attaches. 
Motions to discharge chaplains,clerks, 
pages and printers came one after 
another like onions on a string, and 
the time spent in debating these mo­ 
tions cost the people more money than 
theoombined per diem of all the at­ 
taches of both branches of the Legis­ 
lature would have amounted to. Dur­ 
ing the flow of this torrent of re­ 
trenchment eloquence not a word was 
spoken, not a motion offered looking 
to the' reduction of the per diem of 
Senators and Assemblymen. Not a 
single member expressed a willing­ 
ness to accept for himself a solitary 
cent less than the amount fixed by 
law. They have, however, made a 
dash at the salaries of those who shall 
succeed our present State officers. 
The Senate lias passed a bill redyeing 
the salaries of the executive officers 
and their deputies and clerks in the 
aggregate amount of $47,400 per an­ 
num.

T h e farmers of Los Angeles valley 
are now assured of a prosperous sea­ 
son—the most prosperous that has vis­ 
ited them in the past twenty years. 
The total rainfall for the season ap­ 
proximates twenty - seven inches— 
more than sufficient to warrant ex­ 
cellent crops on all the valley land, 
including much of the higher plain 
known as mesa land. A very large 
area of soil has been seeded, and the 
young crop is coming on finely. Al­ 
together the outlook for this part of 
the State is most promising. The 
locking up of a million and a half of 
dollars by the failure of a bank in 
which, through the misrepresenta­ 
tions of parties whose motives were 
more than questionable, the people 
were induced to deposit their funds, 
produced for a time a financial strin­ 
gency which perceptibly depressed 
real estate transactions and was felt 
in nearly or quite all branches of bus­ 
iness. But we are rapidly returning 
to our former condition of prosperity, 
and in a few weeks money will be as 
plenty and times as lively as in the 
past. 


Last night at 8 o’clock the Grand 
Central wine rooms were thrown open 
to the public. The rooms were beau­ 
tifully fitted up, every panel being a 
mirror, splendid counter, gergeous 
sideboards and magnificent chande­ 
liers; in fact, nothing that taste or art 
could contribute was lacking.

Legislative Proceedings. 
S a c r a m e n t o»- March 11.—The Sen­ 
ate met at 11 o’clock m ., Gov. John­ 
son in the chair. 
Agney, pursuant to notice, moved 
to reconsider the vote by which the 
State Detective bill passed yesterday. 
On call of roll the vote stood: ayes 
11. nays 17. 
The Assembly bill making it a mis­ 
demeanor for persons passing through 
enclosures to leave them open, to pre­ 
vent the tearing down of fences, and 
to prevent hunting on enclosed lands 
in this State, was passed. 
Nunan opposed the bill because it 
contained a proviso which, according 
to bis opinion, savored too strongly of 
an English poaching law. 
Assembly bill preventing hogs or 
goats from running at large on lands 
iu the State, was ordered engrossed. 
Adjourned until Monday at 12 m. 
The Assembly met at 11 A. M., the 
Speaker in the chair. 
Archer, from the Committee on Cor­ 
porations, reported back to the House 
Assembly bill incorporating the city of 
Sun Diego, stating in the report that 
ihe Committee had found it impossi­ 
ble to adjust the local differences in­ 
volved, and therefore recommended a 
reference to the delegation from ,San 
Diego. 
The bill was so referred. 
Berry, from the Committee on Ways 
and Means, reported the Senate bill 
concering the office of District Attor­ 
ney of tbe county of San Bernardino, 
and authorizing the Board of Super­ 
visors of San Bernardino to levy a tax 
to pay a debt contracted by building a 
court house in said county, recom­ 
mending the passage of both bills. 
A bill for the relief of James W. 
Marshall, the discoverer of gold in Cal­ 
ifornia, giving him the sum of $150 
per month during his life, was passed 
by a vote of 43 ayes to 23 noes, Lam- 
bourn voting no and McConnell aye. 
The bill for the relief of Gen. John 
A. Sutter, giving him an annuity of 
$250 per month was ordered engrossed 
by a vote of 35 ayes to 29 noes. 
The bill incorporating the town of 
Anaheim, Los Angeles county, was 
considered under suspension of the 
rules and passed. 
McConnell’s bills enabling the trus­ 
tees of Spring school district, in Los 
Angeles county, to raise a sufficient 
sum by taxation to furnish the neces­ 
sary additional school facilities for 
said dsstrict, and authorizing the cor­ 
poration of the city of Los Angeles to 
issue bonds for building a main sewer 
iu said city, and to provide for their 
payment, were passed under suspen­ 
sion of the rules. 
Adjourned until Monday at eleven 
o’clock. 
The action of the Committee on Cor­ 
porations upon the Archer bill has not 
yet been divulged. Sufficient is known, 
however, to justify the statement that 
the committee have come to a vote 
upon the bill. What the exact stand­ 
ing of the committee in the matter is 
cannot be ascertained, but a majority 
are against the passage of the bill. 
It will probably be reported back 
without recommendation in its pre­ 
sent shape. The bill will not pass. 
Many amendments will be made in it 
by the Senate, exempting different 
railroad lines from the operation of 
the act, possibly the Central and 
Southern railroads will be included in 
the list of exemptions, and then the 
bill will be powerless to do harm to one 
of the greatest industries of California.

In addition to the fees 
and compensation now allowed t>y 
law to the Sheriff of Los Angeles 
county, the Sheriff’ of said county is 
allowed and shall be entitled to re­ 
ceive the fees hereinafter specified: 
For making every arrest iu a crimi­ 
nal proceeding, two dollars; for sum­ 
moning a Grand Jury of twenty-four 
persons, three dollars; for summoning 
each trial Jury of twelve persons, in a 
criminal case, two dollars; for each ad­ 
ditional Juror, twenty cents; for ser­

The magnificent new Roman Catho­ 
lic Cathedral in this city is receiving 
its finishing touches at the hands of 
the painters and carpenters, au*l as its 
construction marks a new era in the 
ecclesiastical history of this city we 
presume our readers will not object to 
an article giving some facts in relation 
to the history of this splendid struc­ 
ture. We have been at particular 
pains to procure the facts which we 
shall lay before our readers. The word 
Cathedral is’derived from the Greek, 
and signifies the seat of the Bishop of 
a diocese. Los Angeles being the res­ 
idence of t lie Bishop of Monterey ami 
Los Angeles, the Right Rev. Tedeo 
Amut, he has naturally looked forward 
diiling his incumbency of the Episco­ 
pate to the erection of an edifice com­ 
mensurate with the dignity of his of­ 
fice and the constantly increasing 
number of his flock. In May, 1871, 
THE GROUND WAS FIRST BROKEN 
For the foundation of the imposing 
building oh Main street. In 1873 work 
had progressed to tiie extent of carry­ 
ing up tie outer walls to the height of 
24 feet anti the putting up of the frame 
of the nave. The building remained 
in this condition until the lOtli day of 
April, 1875 when, under the superin­ 
tendence of Mr. L. Messmer, work was 
recommenced and lias since that time 
been pushed forward with unflagging 
energy until the present time. 
THE GENERAL DESIGN 
Of the building was at the instance of 
Bishop A mat, suggested by a photo­ 
graph of the church of St. Michael in 
Barcelona, Spain. A gentleman whose 
name lias escaped us was employed as 
architect, but for satisfactory reasons 
our well known fellow-citizen, E. F. 
Kysor was substituted, and to him, 
assisted by.his talented young partner, 
Mr. W. J. Mathews, belongs the credit 
of the details of the noble edifice. A 
glance at the main front reveals at 
first sight three notable features. FiTst 
is the handsom • Rose window, nine 
feet in diameter, the gift of the Barisli 
of Santa Cruz in this State. We are 
free to confess tnat we wish the origi­ 
nal design of the architects had been 
adhered to. The Rose window be­ 
longs ulinost exclusively and by right 
to the Gat hie minster : Longfellow 
in It is matchless Golden Legend makes 
one of his characters say, 
“ See to the Rose above the Western portal, 
Flambouyant with a thousand gorgeous col­ 
ors 
The perfect flower ol Gothic loveliness.” 
And in one of those incomparable 
sonnets suggested by Dante’s “ Divina 
Comedia,” the poet says: 
“ I left mine eyes and all the windows blaze 
W ith forms of saints and holy men who died, 
Here martyred and hereafter glorified, 
And the gre..t. Rose upon its leaves displays 
Christ, and the Angelic roundelays, 
W ith splendor upon splendor multiplied. 
The design of the architects has a 
monumental window Hanked by two. 
statues, which we think would have 
better preserved the unities of the 
whole design. But let that pass. Above 
the window is the familiar legend 
D. O. M. 
Deo Optimo et Maximo, and below 
and immediately over the main en­ 
trance is seen the following : 
“ SUB INVOCATIONS SANCTAE VIBI­ 
ANE VIRGINIS ET MARTYRIS.” 
Signifying that t he Cathedral is dedi­ 
cated to God under the invocation of 
Saint Vibiane, Virgin and Martyr. 
As this is the first church which has 
ever been erected in honor to, or which 
has received the name of Saint Vibi­ 
ane we have translated a brief sketch 
of the discovery of her remains from 
a book kindly furnished to us by the 
Bishop. 
THE WORK IN QUESTION, SAYS : 
In tlie month of December, 1853, the sacred 
Arelueologicrtl Commission established by 
His Holiness lor the protection of I he venera­ 
ble cemeteries of the ancient Christians of 
Rome, ordered an examination of the ruins 
of a part ol wliut is commonly called .San 
Kisto, but which modern archieologists, for 
grave reasons, prefer to call the Prctesthlo, to 
be commenced. 
The cemetery is on the left side of the Via 
Appia, In the place called Bonfigiioli, one 
m ile from the door of.tlie church of Kan Se­ 
bastian. The excavations brought out the 
discovery of an aucientontraneu to said cem ­ 
etery, and ol a place, as all appearances 
proved, to have been in other times quite cel­ 
ebrated, but the ruin was such that nearly 
everything there was destroyed. Neverthe­ 
less, by good fortune some sepulchers and 
precious remains were left intact. Some phi­ 
als of blood were yet in their proper places, 
and many marble tablets with epitaphs re­ 
mained entire,not withstanding the weight of 
the ruins Among those left intact was that 
ot Kaint Vibiane. On the loft side could be 
seen the crystal vase, of a reddish rose color, 
adjoining the tomb which contained the 
tqood of a martyr. A tablet of variegated 
marble 1 metre and 70 centimetres long and 
30 centimetres wide, with an inscription, 
closed the sepulcher. The tablet was taken 
out and the areli immediately gave way from 
the weight, above, and revealed the bones of 
the martyr. The ruins were cleared away and 
it was at once seen that it was the skeleton of 
a young girt killed by violence in her early 
youth and Innocence. 
The attempt to fix the precise time of Vibi- 
nne’8 Martyrdom would bo vain, although 
tin' observations made would point to the 
third cntury as (lie time. . 
The inscription upon the mural tablet of the 
Kaint is in the following words: “ Animae 
in nocen ti adque Fudicae Vibiane.” (lean­ 
ing lothe memory of the innocent and pure 
soul ol Vibiauae, and sufficiently indícales 
the holiness, (santidad) of a young ana 
chaste maiden. That which follows. In p a c k 
n. p a. K. s T., refers commonly to the day of 
burial ami In this case may tie taken tornean, 
Deposited, or buried In peace before (prldie) 
the kalends of September, whence it may be 
inferred, i hat. the Kaint. died in peace and was 
buried on the31st day of August, The inscrip- 
lion is (allowed by the figure of a crown witli 
u circle of palms, the pain being the sign of a 
glorious triumph acquired by the Christian 
over his enemies, 
In the early part of the year 1854, 
THE PRECIOUS RELICS 
of the victorious virgin and martyr 
were exposed in Rome.to tlie public 
veneration of tliefa ithful. Many emin­ 
ent and illustrious prelates solicited his 
Holiness, Bape Bius IX., to bestow 
upon them Diese precious relics for 
the benefit t f their reap e’ive flocks, 
but Divine Biovidcnce lias ordered 
that California shall possess them. 
At the request of Bishop Amat,, 
the Bope presented these relics 
to this diocese with the object 
that for the greater glory of God 
and for the. benefit of the faithful 
a church should be erected to the 
honor of the victorious Virgin and 
glorious martyr, Saint Vibiane. It 
was conceded also by letters of June 
1st, 1854, that the feast of the Saint 
should be celebrated throughout the 
entire diocese with imposing rites 
upon such day as should be deter­ 
mined upon. By a decree of the 28th 
of March, 1856, it was decided to cele­ 
brate the first day of September as 
Saint Vibiane’s day.” 
Such is the 
narrative, considerably abbreviated 


by us for want of space. We may 
state that the Bishop informed us that 
four thousand petitions for the relics of 
the Saint were presented to the Bope, 
but that it pleased his Holiness per 
sonally to grant them to him. We 
come now to 
A GENERAL DESCRIPTION 
Of the stately edifice. 
In form it is a 
parallelogram—its outer dimensions, 
80 feet front by 100 feet deep. 
Archi­ 
tecturally speaking the general style 
of the building belongs to the Roman­ 
esque order, decorated with pilasters 
and supported by ample buttresses. 
The main front of the building is 60 
feet high to apex of roof, surmounted 
with pedestal and cross 22 feet high, 
with side pedestals 14 leet high with 
ornamental finish. There are also pe­ 
destals on eacli corner and niches on 
each side of the Rose window upon 
which will be placed statues of Saints 
Peter and Baul, and of the four Evan­ 
gelists, Saints Matthew, Mark, Luke 
and Joint. The Southern end of the 
cathedral is adorned with a tower 19 
feet square, witli walls 8 feet thick se­ 
curely bolted with iron rods. It is 132 
feet high from the floor line, and 140 
feet from the ground. The campanile, 
or belfry, is 82 feet irom the floor line 
and is octagonal in shape, supported 
by Doric pilasters, with cornice and 
dome surmounted with lantern and 
cross 6x8 feet in dimensions. The 
panorama which unfolds itself to the 
delighted eye from the belfry is one of 
the most magnificent imaginable. 
Tiie growth of the city and its capaci­ 
ties for expansion can he better stud­ 
ied from this point than from any 
other we have occupied, and we have 
looked at Los Angeles with a favora­ 
ble eye from almost every possible 
“coigne of vantage.” 
THE FRONT OK THE BUILDING 
Has three ample doors, the main one 
9x14 feet, with sliding doors on patent 
rollers. The side doors are 5x9. A 
handsome pediment,with Doric fluted 
columns, will add very materially to 
the beauty of the whole. Besides 
these are seven doors in the building, 
which will afford ample means of 
egress to the largest crowd which can 
gather in the cathedral. There are 
six stained glass windows on eacli 
side of the building, each 7x13 feet, 
and two smaller ones nearer the front, 
besides two small oriel windows in 
front and a handsome large window 
above the altar. All of these windows 
were presented to the cathedral by 
members of the congregation. The 
nave rises some thirty feet above the 
main body of the building, and the 
front corresponds with this particular 
feature. We pass now to 
THE INTERIOR OF THE EDIFICE. 
It is entered either by the main ves­ 
tibule, which is 36x14 feet,or by either 
of the side vestibules, each of which is 
18x12. Flights of stairs lead from the 
side vestibules to the organ loft, which 
is 38x13, with oval front, finished by 
panelled balustrades. A $6,000 organ 
is to be purchased for the cathedral. 
Entering the main body of the cathe­ 
dral we find tiie aisles separated from 
the nave by Coriuthian arcades. 
There are six noble Corinthian pillars 
on each side, with arches turned over 
at the spring of the vault with hand­ 
some Corinthian entablatures running 
the whole length of the nave, with re­ 
turns withiu the chancel. The nave 
is what is known in architecture as a 
wagon vault. The walls of the cathe­ 
dral are to be finished in imitation of 
marble, the work on one entire side 
being now completed and presenting 
a very handsome appearance, the 
color selected being such as to pro­ 
duce an effect which was lacking 
while the walls remained dead white. 
“The dim religious light” of which 
the poet sings will he well attained 
when the whole interior is thus fin­ 
ished. The vault is handsomely fres­ 
coed in pale blue and bluff, relieved 
by white. Tiie pews are of the best 
quality of pine and redwood, finished 
with black walnut. 
THE CHANCEL 
Will be 30 feet in depth extend­ 
ing the entire widtli of the church. 
Tiie main altar occupies about the en­ 
tire width of the nave. On each side 
are niches, in one (if which will be 
placed a statue of Saint Patrick, in the 
other, that of St. Emidgius, Italian 
Bishop and Martyr. Beneath the main 
altar a vault resembling an ancient 
tomb, will contain an image of our 
Lord and above it, in a recess left for 
that purpose, isa shrine’of precious 
wood and metal in whicli tiie relics of 
St. Vibiane will be kept. At the end 
of each side aisle will be smaller altars. 
The frescoing of the recess in which 
the main altar is placed displays ex­ 
cellent taste and fine execution. 
Among its decorations are the spear 
and sponge emblems of the death of 
the Savior, and a cross, anchor and 
heart, typifying Faith, Hope and 
Charity. 
THE BACK GROUND OF THE MAIN 
ALTAR 
Is a handsome Corinthian pediment in 
frescoe with a star besprent blue cur­ 
tain in relief. On eacli side of the main 
altar are tiie Sacristies, each 16j feet 
square. The Bishop informs us that 
a number of handsome pictures will 
be added to the already beautiful deco­ 
rations of this noble temple. It is be­ 
lieved that, the Cathedral will when 
finished accommodate a congregation 
of 3,000. If necessary galleries can lie 
added on each side. Three splendid 
chandeliers of 12 lights each will de­ 
pend from the nave. When fully 
lighted there will be 116 burners in the 
church. We must not forget to men­ 
tion that in the centre of the Roso 
window is across, on one sitie of which 
is a spray of lilies, on the other the 
palm, these being the emblems of mar­ 
tyrdom. The same feature reproduces 
itself in other portionsof the building, 
together with a monogram resembling 
the letters X and P the exact signifi­ 
cance of which we did not learn. 
THE BELFRY 
Will for the present contain three bells, 
two of whicli were brought from the 
Old Mission of San Fernando and the 
other from that of San Luis Rey. Our 
readers have not forgotten tiie inter­ 
esting ceremony of baptiziug the hells 
which took place last fall,Don Manuel 
Dominguez and his wife standing 
sponsors, nor the laying of the Altar 
Stone on the 2d of#January last. We 
trust that we have given our readers 
an intelligible idea of this fine struc­ 
ture which is among not the least of 
ourclairas to metropolitan distinction. 
It is hoped that by Easter Sunday the 
Cathedral will be ready for service 
and on that memorable anniversary 
our Catholic fellow citizens will have 
the pleasure of kneeling before altars 
and of hearing. 
“ Through its long drawn aisle and fretted 
vault, 
The pealing anthem swell its note of praise." 
THE PULPIT. 
The pulpit will be placed at the 
second pillar on the West side of the 
building. It will be six feet above 
he floor and reached by a circular 


flight of steps. There will be a seund- 
ding boarti, covered by a canopy. 
THE BAPTISTRY. 
Tiie Baptistry as is the case in all 
Catholic churches will be in the East­ 
ern vestibule, and will form a band- 
some and noticeable feature of the 
cathedral. 
THE ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 
It would hardly be just to close this 
somewhat lengthy description without 
awarding a just meed of praise to those 
most immediately concerned in this 
important work, Mr. Kysor as the 
originator of the design and Mr. Ma­ 
thews, hia partner in his subsequent 
co-operation with him, which lias been 
of the mosteordialand agreeable char­ 
acter throughout, have added greatly 
to their already well established repu­ 
tations, arid can well afford to look 
with pride upon the result of their la­ 
bors. Mr. L. Messmer as Superin­ 
tendent of tiie work bus displayed an 
unflagging and persistent energy 
which entitles him to a high meed of 
praise. His share in the building of 
the cathedral will and must always be 
a source of satisfaction to him. For tiie 
past six months or moro Mr. W. O. 
Burr, formerly of Oskaioosa, Jefferson 
county, Kansas, lias acted as foreman 
of the carpenter work, in fact of al­ 
most all the details, and it is not too 
much to say that lie has established 
for himself an enviable reputation as 
a faithful, intelligent and reliable 
workman, which will always stand 
him in good stead. The frescoing of 
the vault was done by Mr. Alexander 
Zins* that of the altar space by Mr. 
Joaquin N. Amat, a nephew of the 
Bishop. Mr. Wm. Farrell of this city 
furnishes the gas fixtures. Nor must 
mention tbar the windows are the 
we omit to handiwork of a Californian, 
Mr. John Mullen, of San^Franciscu. 
FINALLY. 
We suppose it is only just to say that 
hut for the zeal of the Right Reverend 
Tedeo Amat, Bishop of Monterey and 
Los Angeles, seconded by that of bis 
coadjutor, Bishop Francis Mora, Los 
Angeles would not today be able to 
boast of one of the most magnificent 
religious temples in this State. The 
outire edifice is built of brick, and its 
cost is about $80,000. It is something 
which every Los Augeleain eau take a 
pride in showing to tiie stranger with­ 
in our gates.
